Evidently believing they were 
playing safe when they hired Louis 
Eaton Jr., an eighteen year-old deaf 
ami dumb hoy as junior janitor and 
delivery lad in the liquor department 
of (he Snake Drug Store, 127-129 
Kearny street, Boh Prior, manager, 
and John Jensen, prescription 
clerk, realized yesterday, according 
to S F. Rutter, federal prohibition 
director, who raided the place, that 
Louis is a facile writer. 

In Rutter’s private office in the 
Custom House, where Prior and 
Jeuseu were taken under arrest, 
for two hours ihe deaf and dumb 
hoy wrote letters to Rutter telling 
him all about what he had seen, 
hut could neither hear nor talk 
about. 

With his employers facing him, 
the lad silently uncovered to the 
prohibition director, according to 
Rutter, a story of I lie illicit manu¬ 
facture of liquor in the store and 
described “silent partners” besides 
himself, who, Rutter believes, ate 
three well-known capitalists of San 
Francisco. 

W. O. Wissich. wealthy fish mer¬ 
chant, who was mentioned by the 
lad, was admitted by both Piior and 
Jensen to be interested in the drug 
store, Rutter stated after the in¬ 
terview. 

The other names disclosed. Rutter 
declined to make public. He says 
wairants will be sought for all 

The raid on the Snake Drugstore 
followed the alleged purolmse of 
whisky and gin by Rutter’s men 
from the accused manauei and clerk 
without the formality of physician’s 
prescriptions. 

When Prior and Jensen were 
taken into custody they both de¬ 
clined to discuss the source from 
which they had secured a supply of 
synthetic gin seized as evidence. 

It was then Rutter turned his at¬ 
tention to a small lad who was en 
gaged in cleaning up the place. He 
found the boy could neither speak 
nor hoar, lint had eyes that observed 
everything — San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer. 

The Deaf Citizens Protective 
League of California lias been 
formed and Bent out the following 
circular:— 

To the Deaf of CaliJorniu :— 

Do you drive an auto V If not 
do you expect to drive one ? You 
may not now tie expecting to drive 
an atllo, lint some day you likely 
will. So this circular concerns all 
the deaf of California, whether they 
drive an anto or not. 

Do you realize that your privilege 
of diiving an ante is now in petil? 
The license to drive which you now 
hold or may hope to hold is in 
danger of being taken away from 
you or denied to you. 

Auto accidents have increased en¬ 
ormously in Ihe past few years. 
The public is aroused. It is de¬ 
termined to check tile evil, if pos¬ 
sible. Amongst others it suspects 
deaf drivers to he fault. You know 
the deaf meet witli few accidents 
and these accidents are nearly all 
due to carelessness or other oitcuin 
stances rather than to lack of hear¬ 
ing. But the general public in not 
iucllned to investigate the case of the 
deaf driver. There are too few of 
the deaf. The easiest way to get 
rid of tlie deaf driver would be to 
bat all deaf drivers, so they reason. 

Already a wave of “reform” is 
sweeping over the East. The deaf 
(ire being restricted in their right 
in many slates to operate automo¬ 
biles. In New Jersey and Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., no new liceuess are 
being issued to the deaf. This wave 
is spreading West. It has readied 
Oregon. It is coming to California 
•I'is spiing. California is the great 
anto'mobilluff state. Los Angelos is 
said to bo the most congested auto 
district in the world. 

Theiefore, if wo do not look out 
for our rights we may expect the 
laws of this state to rob its of our 
greatest pleasure. Join our league, 
contribute what you oan to it, aud 
see that the deaf as a class ate not 
discriminated against, that they 
®»y use the automobile in business, 
H,| d that the pleasures of louring 
Hte not denied them.

The moneys so collect¬ 
ed shall be deposit d In a bank to Dese¬ 
lected by the board
